Meet the Artists 


Trained in the European tradition, Raffi Ar- 
menian studied piano, conducting and com- 
position in Vienna with Bruno Seidlhofer, 
Hans Swarwosky, Ferdinand Grossman and 
Alfred Uhl respesctively. The young maes- 
tro landed his first conducting engagements 
at the Atlantic Symphony in Nova Scotia, 
Canada. Choosing to become a Canadian 
citizen, Maestro Armenian quickly estab- 
lished an illustrious career here with numer- 
ous long-term engagements to his credit. 
Perhaps the most prominent of these was 
his position as Music Director of the 
Kitchener-Waterloo Symphony, a position 
he held for 22 years. Music Director of the 
Stratford Festival, he established the Cana- 
dian Chamber Ensemble (CCE). Today the 
sixteen members of the CCE enjoy an in- 
ternational profile through a series of tours 
to South America, Europe, and the United 
States. In November 1994, Maestro Arme- 
nian accepted the position of Interim Mu- 
sic Director of the Nova Scotia Symphony 
where he not only served from the podium 
but also shared his expertise by acting as 
advisor in their search for a new permanent 
Music Director. 


While living and working in Canada, Maes- 
tro Armenian garnered numerous awards for 
his work. He conducted a television version 
of Menotti’s THE MEDIUM, which was 
nominated for an Emmy Award that season. 
He received a Juno nomination for a record- 
ing of Ravel and Schoenberg with one of 
Canada’s great singers, Maureen Forrester, 
and the Canadian Chamber Ensemble. In 
1988, the CCE was awarded the Grand Prix 
du Disque from the Canadian Music Coun- 
cil for its Serenades album, which subse- 
quently was nominated for a Juno Award. 
Repertoire from the Ensemble’s “Music 
from Berlin in the 1920s” was selected by 
Woody Allen to underscore his film “‘Shad- 
ows and Fog.” CBC Records has recently 
released the orchestra’s fourth compact disc, 
bringing the total discography with Arme- 
nian to twenty-four albums. 


A sought-after guest conductor, Maestro Ar- 
menian has led the Belgian Radio Orches- 
tra, the Enescu Philharmonic of Bucharest 
at the Ravenna International Music Festi- 
val, the Winnipeg Symphony, the Manitoba 
Chamber Orchestra, L’Orchéstre 
Symphonique de Québec, the Edmonton 
Symphony and the Hamilton Philharmonic. 
Maestro Armenian often returns to guest 
conduct in Kitchener-Waterloo, Victoria, 
Edmonton and Quebec. 


Prior to his appointment at the University 
of Toronto, Maestro Armenian was a Guest 
Professor of Orchestral Conducting at the 
University of Graz, Faculty of Music and 
Dramatic Arts, and served as Director of the 
Orchestra. 


Clarinetist Robert Woolfrey is in his fourth 
year of the Bachelor of Music in Perform- 
ance at the University of Toronto Faculty of 
Music where he studies with Joaquin 
Valdepefias. During the past two summers, 
Robert has been a scholarship student at the 
Aspen Music Festival and School where he 
has studied with Bill Jackson and Theodore 
Oien. A graduate of the Etobicoke School 
of the Arts, he began private studies with 
Rita Greer and in his final year performed 
the third movement of Mozart’s Clarinet 
Concerto in A with the school’s symphony 
orchestra. 


Robert is also the recipient of numerous 
awards including: The Howard F. Andrews 
Memorial Prize at the U of T for outstand- 
ing performances; for two consecutive years, 
a Toronto Symphony Youth Orchestra schol- 
arship; First place at the 1999 Kiwanis Mu- 
sic Festival of Greater Toronto; and the 
Kiwanis Club of Toronto Sid Oue Memo- 
rial Scholarship for most promising wood- 
wind student, 1999. He has performed with 
the Toronto Symphony Youth Orchestra, U 
of T Symphony Orchestra, Aspen Festival 
and Chamber Orchestras. Tonight marks his 
solo debut with the U of T Chamber Orches- 
tra.
